Hon. W. O. Flagg submitted by mail a paper cov- 
ering about thirty pages on the subject of transpor- 
tation.

2. A fair application of tunis doctrine will answer al 
questions as to the point where the jurisdiction of 
che United States ceases and that of th; State begins. 
Ia ite strictly internal commerce, the State has (x- 
clusive power of regulation and that of the United 
States ceases. Georgla ehou'd have exclusive control 
ot the persons and property af her own citizens oe

point within the Stagg, but transportation of persons 
and property fro a Georgia to South Oarolins or the 
reverse, can only be regulated by the genera: govern- 
ment. The regulation of transporistion consists in 
fixing the rates of common carriers by land aud wa- 
ter, or a general regalation affecting the safety and 
comfort of pissengers. 

It ſs not so much the power that we need as the 
ability to use our power dtecreetly und efficiently. 
The most obvious thing is a law fixing dic etly the 
rates that may be ctarged by transportation cc mp 
nies. The rates fixed by a Legislature are necee gari - 
ly high, in order to avoid making them impracticably 
low. They can ealy be changed with dificalty and 
at fixed periods. Asa matter of fact they have, even 
when enacted, been practically disregarded by the 
more powerful corporations, and in many cases have 
ee. med so obviously impracticable even tothe public 
authorities as to lead them to consent to their viola- 
tion. 

Suppose Congress and our various State Legisla- 
tures were to ix a maximum rate of three cents per 
mite for the carriage of passengers and one cent per 
tom per mile for the carriage of grain in bulk.
